current  in  this  Colony  •,  and  if  after  Sun-fet,  double  that  Rate  ;  unlefs  a  Ne- 
gleft  or  Refufal  in  the  Ferry- Man,  to  tranfport  ParTengers  over  fooner  : 
Mways  Provided,  That  a  Sucking-Child,  or  fome  Remnants  of  Goods,  or 
other  fmall  Goods  (not  herein- after-rated,)  which  a  Woman  carries  in  her 
Apron,  or  a  Man  or  a  Boy  under  his  Arm,  fhall  be  free  from  Ferriage.

Najfau  Ifland  to  New-Tork,  in  Proportion  to  the  Rates  above  fpecified 
and  enumerated,  for  a  greater  or  leffer  Weight  or  Quantity,  and  not 
Penalty  on  fnch  otherwife  :  And  in  Cafe  anyPerfon  or  Perfons  whatfoever,  shall  refufe 
as  refufe  to  pay  hereafter  to  pay  the  Rates  and  Prices  of  Ferriage,  before  mentioned,  to 
ernage.  ^  perry_Man,  for  the  Time  being,  purfuant  to  the  Regulation  made 

in  this  Act  j  he,  she  or  they,  fo  refuting,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  Treble 
the  Rate  to  which  he,  she  or  they,  were  liable  by  Virtue  of  this  Act, 
together  with  the  Charges  of  recovering  the  fame,  upon  the  Oath  of 
one  or  more  credible  Witnefs,  before  any  of  his  Majefty's  JufHces  of 
the  Peace  within  this  Colony  ;  who  are  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  adminifter  the  faid  Oath,  and  to  give  Judgment,  and  award  Exe- 
cution accordingly :  And  if  any  Difpute  shall  happen  to  arife  hereafter, 
concerning  the  Rates  and  Prices  of  Ferriage  for  Goods  or  Commodities 
not  expreffed,  and  particularly  enumerated  in  this  Act,  and  the  Mat- 
ter be  brought  before  fome  one  of  his  Majefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace 
by  the  contending  Parties  ;  the  faid  Juftice  of  the  Peace  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required,  to  hear  and  determine  the  fame,  fo  as  to  him 
shall  appear  to  be  conformable  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this 
Act,  and  to  award  Colts  againft  the  Perfon  in  Default. 

AND  be  it  further  EnaSled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  if 
the  Ferry-Man  of  the  faid  Ferry  between  New-Tork  and  Najfau  Ifland, 
(hall  neglect  or  refufe  to  come  and  go  with  the  Ferry-Boats,  to  and 

F^rSLforSot  froin  kc*1  Place  or  Places  in  the  City  of  New-Tork,  as  now  are,  or 
landing  at  thePiace  hereafter,  from  Time  to  Time,  fhall  be  appointed  and  prefcribed  unto 
appointed.  him  for  Landing- Places,  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty 
of  the  faid  City  (Wind  and  Weather  permitting)  shall,  for  every  fuch 
Offence,  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Shillings ;  to  be  recovered  in 
Manner  as  aforefaid,  and  paid  to  the  Treafurer  of  the  faid  City,  for 
the  Time  being,  to  be  applied  towards  defraying  the  publick  Charges 
of  the  fame  .*  And  if  from  and  after  the  Publication  of  this  Act,  the 
Ferry-Man,  for  the  Time  being,  his  Servant  or  Servants,  shall  demand, 
impofe,  exad  and  take,  any  greater,  or  other  Rates  for  tranfporting 
of  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares,  Merchandize,  or  other  Things-  whatfoever, 
over  the  faid  Ferry,  than  is  herein  before  limitted,  appointed  and 
eftablifhed  j  he  or  they,  or  any  of  them,  fo  offending  in  the  Premifes,

lag moredwa  «1-  Shillings ;  one  Moiety  thereof  to  the  Party  grieved,  or  other  Perfon 
lowed  by  this  Aa.  who  fhall  profecute  and  fue  for  the  fame  ;  and  the  other  Moiety  thereof 

to  the  Treafurer  of  the  faid  City,  for  the  Time  being,  to  be  applied 

and  recovered  in  Manner  and  Form  as  aforefaid. 


AND  be  it  further  Enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the 
Ferry-Man  for  the  Time  being,  fhall  not  impofe,  exadt,  demand  or 
receive  any  Rates  or  Ferriages  for  any  Goods  or  Things  whatfoever, 
Perfons  by  the  tranfported  by  any  of  the  Inhabitants  living  aloneft  the  River  at  and

tranfport  their  own  near  the  Ferry  on  Najfau- Ifland ,  in  their  own  Boats  or  Canoes,  That 
Good*  in  their  own  is  to  fay.  Between  the  Places  commonly  called  and  known  by  the 
Boats.  Names  of  Kyckout  and  Red-Hook,  provided  the  faid  Goods  and  Com- 

modities be  properly  their  own,  and  not  belonging  to  any  other  Per- 
fon 


fon  or  Perfons  whomfoever  ;  but  in  cafe  any  fuch  Inhabitant,  under 
Colour  or  Pretence  of  tranfporting  his  or  her  own  Goods  only,  fhall 
tranfport  and  carry,  or  bring  over  the  faid  Ferry,  the  Goods  of  any 
other  Perfon  or  Perfons,  of  what  Kind  foever,  for  Hire,  Reward,  or 
without,  and  thereof  be  convicted  before  any  of  his  Majefty's 
Juftices  of  the  Peace,  by  the  Oath  of  one  or  more  credible  Witnefs, 
which  Juftices  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  adminifter  fuch 
Oath,  and  to  give  Judgment  and  award  Execution  ;  fuch  Inhabitant 
or  Perfon  fo  offending,  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Ferry-man  of  the 
aforefaid  Ferry,  for  the  Time  being,  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Shillings, 
current  Money  of  this  Colony,  with  Cofts  of  Suit. 

AND  be  it  further  Enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the 
Ferry-Man  for  the  Time  being,  fhall  be  obliged  to  pafte  upon  a  Board, 
and  hang  up  in  the  Porch  of  the  Ferry-Houfe,  or  at  the  mod  publick 
Place  there,  fairly  in  Writing  or  Printed,  a  Table  of  the  Rates  and  Prices  2,g!ptheT.tS 
of  the  Ferriage,  as  the  fame  are  hereby  eftablifhed,  and  that  in  Default  of  Ferriages  in 
thereof,  the  Ferryman  for  the  Time  being,  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  for  Publick  View- 
every  Day  he  fhall  refufe,  omit  or  neglect  to  hang  up  fuch  Table  of 
the  Rates  and  Prices  of  Ferriage  in  Manner  as  aforefaid,  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Shillings,  to  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  who  fhall  fue  and  profecute 
for  the  fame  before  any  of  his  Majefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  who 
are  hereby  authorized  to  hear  and  determine  the  fame,  and  upon  Con- 
viction of  the  Offence,  to  award  Judgment  and  Execution  accordingly. 

AND  be  it  further  Enabled,  That  this  Act  fhall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  a  publick  Act,  and  all  Judges  and  Juftices  are  hereby 
obliged  to  take  Notice  of  it  as  fuch,  without  fpecial  pleading  the  fame. 
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
